Gerald Kurt kcekelman, (German), arrived in 
Shanghai from Yobe in 1935, and resided here until 
1937. In 1936 he opened an office at 1335 Yuen Ming 
Yuen noad for the purpose of publishing the "Cosmos 
Trading Code", a commercial code which vroved a fin- 
ancinl failure, only a few copies being sold by leading 
booksellers in the city. According to reports, this 


venture was merely a blind to cover espionage activities. 


Eckelman was married to a Japanese and left for 
Japan in August 1957. During his sojourn in Shanghai, 
he avoided all contact with the local German community 
and did not come to the official notice of the Police. 
He again arrived in Shanghai in April 30, 1959, in the 
S/S. "Rajputana", and left on }.ay 10, 1959 in the S/s. 
"Conte Rosso" for Hongkong. While absent from Shanghai 
he was in Macao for some time, where he attempted to 
buy a passport from a Portugese subject, but the trans- 


action was reported to the rortugese authorities. 


Eckelman was born in June, 1899, at Neu Oelnitz, 
Germany. The passport now in his possession was obtained: 
at the Reich Consulate in New York on December 16, 1958. 
Having left New York immediately afterwards, he arrived 
at Haiphong on January 24, 1959, and on January 26 
proceeded by plane to Yunnanfu. Shortly afterwards he 
became embroiled with the French authorities on the

threatened the French official concerned with a pistol. 
However, the matter seems to have been settled. Shortly 


afterwards, he again became embroiled, on this occasion 


with the Chinese Authorities in Yunnanfu, for being 


without a passport. There he stated that he was an 


American citizen, and also gave cut that he was the 
rrivate Secretary of the Minister of Foreim affairs of 


the National Government. This assertion was referred 


to authorit:tive sources and found to be incorrect, and 


although released, it was ordered that he should be 


subjected to the strictest surveillance. 


Although not previously coming to the notice 
of the Police in Shanghai, where he lived an apparentiy 
secluded life, stating that he was a publisher and a 
scientist, Eckelman's activities in other parts of China 
give rise to extreme suspicion. He is undoubtedly an 


expert in the construction and solution of codes.

With reference to tie cable from the Commissioner 
of Police Rangoon, enquiries made at the Swedish Consulate 
Generel s'ow that this person did not register there 
and is unknown to the Ofviecials. <Aecording to the 
passport office of HeBeM. Consulate no visas were 
issued on November 19, 1938, and it will entaii 
considerable time to ascertain wlhiether or not 4 visa 
was issued to Lund. Lund visited Shangnai in 1938 anda 
again in 1939, leaving on the S.S. AJAX on September 3, 
1959. In august, 193°, he had business dealings with 
American Motors Fede Ince, 444 Avenue Foch, concerning 
the purchase of 12 trucks but the deal failed to 
materialize owin;: to the fact that American Motors were 
unable to guarant:e safe delivery in Rangoon. Meanwhile 
he purchase two passenger buses from Harking Importers 
& Exporters, 12 The Bund and one fror: Albert Motors, 

67 Avemie Roi Albert. In is dealings with American 
Motors, hc represented himself as Captain Knutsen, 
stating thet his wife and family were residing in 
Rangoon where he conductec a motor avenoy. He stated 
that he nad seen services in the Chinese Air Force in 
support of which claim, he produced several photographs, 
He carried about large sums of money in American 
currency andpaid cash in all transactions. Nothin; 

Incidentally American Motors 
received a telephone call from a fried of Lund or 


Knutsen on October 6 stating that he head regeived a 


cable from Lund to the effect that he was detained in 
Rangoon and requesting the favourubie interwention of 
HeBeMe Consulate in Shngeheie.
